Vietnam Shows Need for 
Nuclear Frigates — Price '■ 


TRAIN DERAILMENT early Friday morning blocked the 25th street crossing 
as a load of coiled steel shifted in a gondQlu of a Norfolk & Western train, causing 
two cars to fall to the side. 


Our Naval' operation in Viet¬ 
nam clearly demonstrate the de¬ 
sirability of further development 
of nuclear - powered warships, 
Cong. Melvin Price told his col¬ 
leagues last week during House 
consideration of the 1967 Depart¬ 
ment of Defense authorization 
bill. 

Price, a leading advocate of a 
nuclear Navy, urged House ap¬ 
proval of two nuqlear frigates— 
aircraft carrier escorts—author¬ 
ized in the bill. 

The Defense Department has 
been concerned about the cost of 
developing nuclear-powered sur¬ 
face warships. Price said the 
cost factor must be considered in 
relationship to studies which 
show "that the increased military 
effectiveness of nuclear-powered 
warships far exceeds the small 
increase in the overall lifetime 
costs of these weapon systems." 

Price is on both the House 
Armed Service Committee and 
the Joint Atomic Energy Commit¬ 
tee. He serves as chairman of 
each Committee’s subcommittee 
on research and development. 
He offered the amendment plac¬ 
ing the two nuclear frigates in 
the authorization bill. 

He asserted that our Naval ac¬ 
tivities in Vietnam illustrate the 
advantages of nuclear propulsion 
over conventional power. The 
nuclear-powered aircraft carrier, 
U.S.S. Enterprise, has been oper¬ 
ating in Vietnam and according 
to Defense Department reports 
has demonstrated superior logis¬ 
tical flexibility to conventional- 
powered vessels. 

“Two-thirds of the fuel con¬ 
sumed by a conventional aircraft 
carrier task force is for running 
1 the carrier and escorts." Price 


said, “leaving one-third of the 
fuel supply for the propulsion of 
carrier aircraft." By eliminating 
the need for carrier and escort 
fuel through nuclear propulsion, 
“the task force fuel requirement 
is reduced to one-third, he noted. 

He indicated it was essential to 
reduce conventional fuel require¬ 
ments because of increasing vul¬ 
nerability of our fuel lines. Price 
cited a Chief of Naval Operations 
memorandum which stated that 
increased threats of submarine 
and air attack and increased de¬ 
mands for fuel have made our 
fuel lines more vulnerable. 

Nuclear propulsion. Price rec¬ 
ommended, will free our ships 
“from their dependence on the 
vulnerable conventional fuel

Vietnam War Can Convince Reds 
Expansion Goal Doomed to Fail

To the Editor: 

I was greatly disturbed when 
I read the letter in The Forum 
on July 7. I must agree with the 
' writer when he speaks of the 
horrors'of the barbarism of the 
war in Vietnam. But this is the 
only point on which we concur. 

In one instance^ In his letter, 
he writes that the Vietnamese 
war is not a Wat - "of defender 
versus - aggressor, but a war in 
which the poor - are fighting for 
freedom end dignity. What he 
says is probably true; the con¬ 
flict in Vietnam is more than 
likely a civil war. 

But does this mean that the 
United States should not hold its : 
stand in Vietnam? The .answer 
to that question in my opinion is 
an emphatic “no.” The hardline - 
policy of Red China advocates 
“wars of national liberation, - .’ as 
in Vietnam, in order to attain 
its Ultimate objective—world 
domination. 

If the United States lets the- 
Communists, win in Vietnam, it. 
would be a smashing victory for ‘ 
the Red Chinese foreign policy. 
And if we do let them win, why- 
shouldn't they continue’ the same, 
policy that brought them vic¬ 
tory? 

A U. S. backdown would give 
them the opportunity to make 
inroads through all of southeast 
Asia. 

The United States would either 
have to let them chew up the 
whole continent or else get in¬ 
volved to a far greater extent• 
than we are involved in Vietnam, 
possibly leading to a direct con¬ 
frontation with Red China, mak¬ 
ing world war III inevitable. 

If, however, we fight on in 
Vietnam and force the Commu¬ 
nists to the conference table, the 
Red Chinese foreign policy will 
have suffered the greatest defeat • 
of all. 

Already having suffered re¬ 
peated upsets in Africa, Latin 
America, the Middle East and ■ 
Indonesia, the militant Chinese : 
leaders may well think twice 
about their senseless policy. 
They will loam, as the Russians 
learned in the face of Nato, that 
co-existence with the West is 
vastly superior to stirring up 
darigerous insurgencies which 
only lead to defeat. 

They will realize that if they i 
want to emerge a leader in the 
Communist world, they arq go¬ 
ing to have to put an end>fo the 
stunning defeats they are suffer¬ 


ing; and that the only way this 
can be done is to put an end to 
their hardline foreign policy. 

Also in his letter, he states that 
the United States does not ap¬ 
pear to want peace in Vietnam. 
He cited the Citizens White 
Paper, in which nine examples 
\yere given of when the U. S. 
escalated the war after proposi¬ 
tions for negotiations were. re¬ 
ceived from North Vietnam. 

One thing he failed to mention 
is why the United States rejected 
these proposals. The answer to 
that question is indeed simple. 
In every instance in Which a ne¬ 
gotiation proposition is made, 
: whether it come from North 
-Vietnam, the United States or 
some third, party, North Viet¬ 
nam always lists the same four 
demands for negotiation. 

. The U. S. accepts all but one 
.of the four demands: that nego¬ 
tiation will be possible only when 
the U. S. recognizes the National 
.Liberation Front (the Viet Cong) 
as the sole representative of the 
•South Vietnamese people. 

That the-Viet Cong solely rep- 
- resents the aspirations of the 
. South Vietnamese is complete 
fallacy. If the Viet Cong are so 
popular, why did they find it 
necessary to assassinate 20,000 
local rulers? 

Thus, the United States has a 
clear-cut purpose in Vietnam: 
it is not to halt overt aggression, 
for aggression it is not, but to 
halt Communist expansion, for 
.expansion it certainly is. 

Si we fail to prevent this ex¬ 
pansion right now in Vietnam, 
it will spread through all south¬ 
east Asia, because the Commu¬ 
nist Chinese will know that their 
hardline policy paid off. 

We then would face a chal¬ 
lenge far costlier than the one 
we face today in Vietnam. And 
the writer would have a multi¬ 
tude more tears to shed over 
the terrible horrors of such a 
challenge, than the ones he sheds 
today over Vietnam. 

But if we meet our challenge 
right now, the Chinese Commu¬ 
nist leaders will see that their 
policy is doomed to failure, and 
they too will join the fold of the 
peace-loving nations of the 
world. 

That, In essence, is what Viet¬ 
nam really means: victory, con¬ 
tainment and, above all, peace.

I db find it disappointing to 
see what I considered a friendly 
and timely warning twisted into 
something you see fit to view as 
injudicious or inaccurate. 

The response of the conference 
and the commendations since of 
Senator Paul Simon, Norman 
Johnsen of SIU and others indi¬ 
cate that their views of the mat¬ 
ter and of my remarks differ 
greatly from yours. 

Human relations are a proper 
t» concern of us ail—business and 
professional men, educators, in¬ 
dustrial and labor leaders, cler¬ 
gy, public officials and- private 
citizens; but so especially of 
newspapermen, on whose com¬ 
petence, diligence and wisdom 
depends the community enlight¬ 
enment essential to understand¬ 
ing problems .and evolving solu¬ 
tions.

Objections to County-Owned 
Airport Are Still Valid 

The airport south of Interstate 270 and east 
of Highway I I I proposed last fall has become a 
reality, following withdrawal by the Pontoon 
Beach village board of the only formal objection. 

A related motel-restaurant development has been 
dropped, but the owner hopes to attract light 
industry to the area. 

Although we still feel it can affect future 
residential development, the landing field may be 
of greater value than expected, due to the closing 
of Lakeside airport. We wish it well in the objec¬ 
tive initially announced—operation as a privately- 
owned airport. 

We cannot agree, however, with the renewed 
suggestion that the Madison County Board of 
Supervisors authorize financial assistance and 
designate it as the county airport. 

As we pointed out in October 1965, a 50%- 
30%-20% federal-state-county division of pur¬ 
chase and construction costs might enable the 
county to proceed without the approval of voters, 
on the technicality that no property taxes were 
being expended. The federal and state shares 
would involve taxes, hut the county share Would 
be advanced by Fostaire Aviation, the operator. 

The pitfall is that by the time - Madison county 
residents are given a voice ia the matter, a sizeable 
debt may already' have been acquired, saddling 
taxpayers with a costly "white elephant" regard¬ 
less of how they vote. The "feasibility study” 
launched by a county board committee involves 
air traffic and financial projections by admitted 
county airport advocates inexperienced in making 
such estimates: no plan for an objective study by 
an outside firm with experience in the field has 
been announced. 

Supervisors wisely slowed the proposal when 
they realized that they were to pay nearly four 
times the cost of the land, and that the idea of 
county acquisition had been disclosed after, not 
before, the site had been "spot zoned" on the 
basis oP a private airport application. 

Even more caution by the supervisors may 
be necessary in the coming months. No airport 
plan should be considered without full advance 
public knowledge.

Planning Can Bring An Expansion 
Of Local Performing Arts Programs 

The Illinois Arts Council conference held here 
last week has stimulated the thinking of Quad- 
Cityaos and has revived hopes that an increased 
number of activities involving the performing arts 
can be scheduled. 

If local residents are willing to "think big." 
the council created by the state legislature in I 965 
is eager to provide assistance, it was indicated by 
Director Boyer. An example cited was the possi¬ 
bility of arranging for periodic visits by the 
Chicago symphony orchestra. 

Southern Illinois University's i Southwestern 
Campus also could lend a helping hand and 
undoubtedly would be willing to •coordinate its 
cultural affairs planning with representatives of a 
cross-section of this community. Its student enter¬ 
tainment programs - featuring nationally-known 
vocalists, comedians, thespians and musicians 
could be scheduled alternately at five locations, 
including the Quad-Cities, instead of the present 
four (Alton, Edwardsville, East St. Louis and

The community concert series in the attrac¬ 
tive and spacious Granite City high school audi¬ 
torium demonstrated that there is adequate finan¬ 
cial backing for music and dance performances 
ranging from popular to semi-classical and classical 
in nature.

At present, a vast majority of local residents 
are.not giving blood despite the ever-present need, 
and most families here are not protected in the 
event of an unusual illness or injury requiring a 
large number of transfusions. 

Some of the details remain to be worked 
out but there is no question that a satisfactory 
program can be devised if there is sufficient inter¬ 
est among all those affected. Action will be 
needed in the near future to aid the United Fund 
in its drive plans, both financial and informational.

Now the flow was 
reversed. 

Sales Drop After Signing 

During this period of negotia¬ 
tions there was a stimulus not 
only to imports but also to do¬ 
mestic production. Our own in¬ 
dustry was under a strain. Lead 
times had lengthened and short¬ 
ages had even appeared. 

During the first nine months of 
last year, domestic shipments 
reached a record high of 74,249,- 
000 tons. This compared with 
62,739,000 tons for 1964, 58,580,000 
tons for 1963, 54,589,000 tons for 
1962, and 62,671,000 tons for 1955, 
the best year up to 1964. 

Immediately upon the conclu¬ 
sion of an agreement with the 
steel industry, domestic produc¬ 
tion began to drop at a precipi¬ 
tous rate, and tens of thousands 
of steelworkers were laid off. 

During the last three months 
of 1965, shipments totaled 18,500,- 
000 tons, which is at a rate of 
only 74% of the shipments during 
the first nine months. 

Imports Remain High 

But imports continued at or 
near the same high livel. 

The imports for the first nine 
months totaled 7,880,000 tons and 
for the last three months they 
totaled 2,500,000 tons, or 96% of 
the rate during the negotiations. 

It is possible that the continued 
high rate after the conclusion of 
an agreement represented noth¬ 
ing more than the fulfillment of 
orders which had been placed 
during the period of uncertainty. 
One evidence of this is that im¬ 
ports during the month of De¬ 
cember were the lowest for the 
whole year. 

We cannot be sure of this, 
however, for during the same 
period there was a shipping 
strike in Japan. 

It should be noted, however, 
that steel products are exported 
to the United States by foreign 
steel companies for sale to 
American consumers, while iron 
ore is imported to the U. S. by 
Ameriqan steel companies for 
their own use. 

In the former case, both em¬ 
ployer and employee feel the 
effect; in the latter case only 
the employee—that is, the Amer¬ 
ican iron ore miner—is hurt, 
while the employer reaps the 
benefits of imports, including 
tax advantages on his mines 
abroad. 

The import figures for both 
steel products and iron ore are 
staggering, all the more so 
because during the same peri¬ 
od our own exports had fallen. 
In 1965 we exported 2,490,000 
tons of steel products, and 
8,200,100 tons of Iron ore. 

These figures are doubly sig¬ 
nificant because they represent 


a turn-about in our international 
trade patterns for the steel in¬ 
dustry. We used to be a net steel 
exporter, and during world war 
II we were a net iron ore ex¬ 
porter. Now we are a net im¬ 
porter of both. 

Equals Payments Deficit 

The reversal has been so 
great that the net difference in 
steel and iron ore alone is equal 
to this coutry’s entire balance 
of payments deficit. 

It is true, of course, that some 
steel imports generate exports 
of other merchandise. Neverthe¬ 
less, the figures are so large that 
the net drain on the balance of 
payments was undoubtedly tre¬ 
mendous. 

In 1965 steel mill products im¬ 
ports were 10,400,000 tons, val¬ 
ued at $1,177,000,000 and iron ore 
imports were 50,500,000 tons, 
valued at $443;800,000. 

Steel mill products exports 
were 2,490,000 tons, valued at 
$507,200,000 and iron ore exports 
8,200,000 tons, valued at $64,- 
000,000. 

Net loss attributable to the 
steel industry, therefore, was 
roughly $1,050,000,000. 

As a matter of fact the net 
deficit was greater because al¬ 
most half of the steel products 
exported last year were not 
real sales to foreign customers 
who paid in foreign currency, 
but rather foreign aid, paid for 
in dollars by th e American 
government. 

Our balance of payments defi¬ 
cit last year amounted to 1.3 bil¬ 
lion dollars. 

Thus, the excess of imports 
over exports of our steel industry 
alone is equal to the whole of the 
balance of payments deficit. 

This is all the more deplorable 
because in 1957 and earlier the 
reverse was true: Then interna¬ 
tional trade in steel helped 
strengthen our balance of pay-

Q.- I have a peculiar problem. 
In 1953 my husband and I bought 
some shares of Motorola. About 
five years ago. when we had 
some extra. money, I went 
blithely down to buy some more. 
Believe it or not, I haven’t got 
the stock yet. 

All I could get from the bro¬ 
kers in my town was booklets 
on mutual funds. I let myself be 
talked into investment in another 
mutual fund. If I had bod&ht 
Motorola, I'd be a lot farther 
ahead. 

Now I have saved some more 
money and find myself going 
through the same performance. 
I still want to buy Motorola, but 
the broker recommends a mutual 
fund. I realize that $1000 is a 
small investment, but I fail to 
see why I shouldn’t be able to 
get even one share of the stock 
I want. 

A. I can’t understand why you 
can't get the stock you want, 
either. I suspect, however, as I 


look at the classified phone book 
for your town that the organiza¬ 
tion you have called upon to buy 
Motorola for you may be one that 
specializes in mutual funds and 
is not actually equipped to'buy 
listed securities for you. 

There are three stock broker¬ 
age firms in your city, all mem¬ 
bers of the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change, and I 'am sending their 
names to you. 

If you have been to a salesman 
for one of these firms and he has 
talked you out of Motorola, I 
suggest you go see the manager 
of the office and tell him. It may 
be that you simply have a" greedy 
salesman who is conscious'of the 
fact that his commission on your 
$1000 purchase of Motorola would 
be only $17, while his commis¬ 
sion on the mutual fund, depend¬ 
ing upon which one he talked 
you into buying, would amount 
to Jjetween $70 and $85. 

A thousand dollars is not a 
small investment and you are 
absolutely right in insisting that 
you get what you want.
